Shark was seen last. 
Fifty men with 
rifles are patrolling the banks of the 
creek, and the citizens of Keyport are 
certain that the snark w ill be found 
In the shallow waters of the creek 
and quickl} despatched by the rifles 
of the men on the banks. 
It is believed that several sharks 
are bottled up in the creek, and the 
authorities are preparing to kill them 
by exploding 
dynam ite 
under 
the 
w ater 
All sorts of shark stories cam e oat 
during the day and the killing of one 
great fish was described in detail. The 
only fsult in this story was that It 
w as false. 
The Long Branch weather bureau 
announced 
that

m onster, shark, 
w hose stom ach contained part of a 
hum an body, wa* killed at Keyport, 
N. J. 
The sesrk, w eighing SOO pounds and 
eleven feet long, was killed near the 
m outh of Matawan Creek, N. J., and 
Is undoubtedly the sam e fish which in­ 
vaded the creek and killed two per­ 
son*.
